Somewhere in the Soviet Union 
today, a family’s day is being 
brightened. A package full of gifts 
of sugar, soap, candy, towels, cig- 
arets, knitting needles and wool 
and other essentials, is being 
opened. There’s something for mom 
and dad; something for the kids. 
That's a Russian War Relief kit. 

It might have come from any 
one of more than 100 New York 
AFL and CIO trade unions. 

The kits are part of a gifts-in- 
kind prdégram, initiated by Russian 
War Relief, under which donors 
bring actual items for sending 
overseas instead of contributing 
money. 25
